lazy state of mind). The Zine covered a variety of interests 
and beliefs generally concerned with breaking free from 
constraint/society/gravity and the constant state of deep 
sleep which is passed off by most as "reality". A large 
number of contributors offered their opinion through words 
and pictures in the attempt to convey the experience of one 
individual to another. The printed page has the possibility to 
take the viewer to a totally different place - but only if they 
want to go, and more importantly, are able to follow the 
lines. 

SCHISM was involved in the Punk/Hardcore scene 
and the loosely banded collective put on a variety of gigs and 
public spectacles (sometimes accidentally). This was a time 
of tremendous promise: in front of our eyes the veneer of 
"everyday life as normal" was being brutally sandblasted by 
an angry ,yet whimsical, hardcore punk rock. The scene was 
united internationally by aclosely knit net of bands and fans 
who saw the movement as more than another youth fad. As 
far as I'm concerned the explosion from punk (which rocked 
1980-'85) was the most productive movement in recent 
human evolution. Why? Because people, predominantly 
"young" people (14-25) realized that they could do just 
about anything they wanted. And they could do it them- 
selves! More importantly, you had the opportunity to speak 
out against what you saw as being unfair or simply wrong. 
Unfortunately, a lot of detractors missed the boat entirely 
and attacked punk for its youthful naivete: ignoring the 
exploration which had only just begun. Bands were formed 
overnight. Musicians learned to play their instruments as 
they made up their own songs. Pissed off (and on) "losers" 
screamed stories which were actually interesting if not 
hysterically funny. Xeroxed Fanzines (magazines put out 
by "fans") exploded into a literary debacle we'll never see the 
end of. Superfans and wannabe schmoozers found their 
element in putting on gigs - oh the glamour. The fashion 
conscious dressed so radical that death threats from unap- 
preciative passer-by were part of the costume. And the 
music! Absolutely brain splattering stuff was coming out 
every fucking month! (R.I.P CRASS) 

And the parties . . . 

It is amazing the extent to which the hardcore movement 
was pre-empted in an attempt to remove the bile in order to 
have a more palatable product. That is the standard story 
with any potentially powerful movement which challenges 
the established statusquo powerstructure: Infiltrate and 
dilute. The only time the media decided to focus on Punk 


was to overemphasis the negative attributes of it. There is no 
doubt of the influence of Nihilism in Punk but that was only 
practised by a very small portion of the whole. The vast 
majority of bands and fans focused on the potential for 
growth and self sufficiency: a very threatening premise to 
those who hope to profit from nodding sheep. 

It's not suprising that the negative atmosphere por- 
trayed in the "legitimate" press attracted a whole bunch of 
frustrated, pissed off rednecks with funny haircuts. It also 
attracted an even more insidious threat - Punk as yet another 
fashion - the latest scene. That lack of substance smothered 
Punk. From the outside. The inside choked on its own vomit. 
Overindulgence and self satisfaction put most into the deep 
sleep only a few years later than those they despised. Punk 
had ceased to challenge itself. It stopped growing. 

SCHISM stopped around then too. A lot of bruised 
egos and confused minds. Very similar to the Manson 
Induced Crash of the 60's man. There are a lot of similarities 
between paths of both movements - in beginning and fall. 

And both happened in the middle of virtual cultural 
wastelands. 

But back to the time capsule. I am here now, putting 
down words I feel are valuable in this time. And possibly in 
the future. They are here in front of you - proverbial warts 
and all. My contention, however urgent, is a familiar one. 
The Emperor has no clothes. Not only that, but his cupboard 
is bare. AND he's ugly too! 

To look at things honestly, if possible, is extremely 
painful. Some situations if properly understood can cause 
profound shifts in what we had previously understood, 
believed, to be reality. We go through life attempting to 
avoid such unpleasantries while trying, however superfi- 
cially, to maintain some facade of "control". It is a joke.

The poster is one of the most effective, as well as 
economical, methods available for sharing ones point of 
view. The "Supreme Court of Canada" recently concluded 
that posters are a "politically significant" form of commu- 
nication and cannot be prevented from being placed on 
public property such as trees and telephone poles. There 
is currently no law on the books in Edmonton as a result 
of this decision (as of September 21/93). This means it’s 
time to poster! 

Personally I have a real aversion to using staples and 
tape - simply because any slob who disagrees with you, 
and is so minded, can easily tear your valued sentiments 
off and toss them on the ground (often after crumpling 
them up into a small ball). Stapling is quick - and very 
inoffensive - but ultimately useless. Real anarchists use 
paste! That is: a combination of flour and warm water 
mixed thoroughly. Around 1/2 and 1/2 or so depending 
upon your preference in application. The Hit and Go 
Lone Wolf type of posterer prefers the "mist-spray-bottle- 
type-deal" used for spraying plants. If the flour/water 
combination isn’t too thick it’ll work wonderfully (in 
winter however, there is a problem with freezing). The 
other method uses the ole bucket and paintbrush ap- 
proach. Very fast (2 person operation) and messy but ideal 
for covering poles with loads o’ posters. 

Unfortunately, most people think of posters only as 
used in promoting concerts: yet they are capable of 
conveying any thought or idea that the designer can 
create. Because of their nature, they are usually offering 
a different opinion than the traditional big-buck, adver- 
tiser owned, mainstream media allows. And like compu- 
ter telecommunications, posters slip through the cracks of 
control. There is no defence against its attacks. No way to 
stop its message. 

What if everyone in the city put up 100 posters 
tomorrow? 

Things can change.

Fight War Not Wars, Protest and 
Survive and Rise Above are all ex- 
tremely powerful sentiments in a con- 
densed, memorable statement. They are 
slogans. And they are effective. 

The above quotes (by Crass, Dis- 
charge and BlackFlag respectively) are 
examples of slogans which have emerged 
from the punk movement. Punk always 
was the do it yourself attitude and re- 
flected that musically, but also to a large 
extent in posters and band literature. 

The early days (76-78) featured 
printed material which went out of its 
way to offend and shock the sensibi 1 i ties 
of straight laced - basically lobotomized 
- members of normal society. As inter- 
est in political awareness was raised, so 
was artwork reflecting progressive ideas. 
Bands like CRASS found that by using 
posters it was possible to get their mes- 
sage across, as well as poke fun at the 
point of view the disagreed with. And 
by being intelligent and knowledgeable 
they were able to expand upon their 
slogans rather than repeat them mind- 
lessly. (Note to bands and writers: please 
don't say something you are incapable 
of backing up with facts. If you don't 
understand an issue, read about it! You 
can only destroy yours, and others, 
credibility by speaking about things you 
don't fully understand. Like Anarchism, 
eh?) 

Anyways, CRASS and others 
made posters and slogans very popular 
. . . And very powerful. In fact, posters 
are the most effective tool we have. To 
the average individual, they are 
mindfucks: a point of view radically 
different from any political ideology 


previously encountered, delivered in a 
unique and creative - interesting - man- 
ner. If properly conceived, they can act 
as a thorn stabbed deep inside the ob- 
servers sense of morality and ethics. In 
other words: you've got to be sincere 
with what you're saying, and you've got 
to say in effectively. It's identical to 
slapping someone in the face with real- 
ity. It's got to be quick, otherwise many 
mightperceiveitto be "unpleasant" and 
discontinue reading it. Make it clever, 
and subtle. 

Realize, we are fighting a war of 
information. The average Josephine in 
the street simply doesn't think about 
foreign policy, vivisection or the politics 
of starvation. They don't think about 
these issues because it's so easy not to. 
Once a person does become aware of a 
few of the lies though, one of two thing 
happens: 1 . They try to find out more 
information (maybe 5%) 2. They try to 
blot those words from their memory, 
convince themselves all is well and that 
Mulroney really does care about us 
(95% of observers). 

The secret to opening peoples 
eyes is obvious. Educate them early. As 
people get older they become more 
entwined in the system, each lie pre- 
sented to them by business, church and 
state is added to foundation of happi- 
ness and SECURITY. If you /Ve been 
fed bullshit for 30 years, you become 
part of it. The feeling of being used - and 


even worse - the thought of so many 
wasted years, is enough for most subur- 
banites to slam shut any openings to 
their concience. Consequently, you have 
a much better chance of working with 
jr. and high school students: the people 
who see bullshit everywhere. These 
people are as pissed off as we are but 
they mischannel their hate. If we could 
educate these kids to be self aware 
individuals, instead of insecure, peer- 
led factory fodder, we would find a hell 
of a lot better possibilities for visible 
dissatisfaction with political insanity (if 
not actually kick it out of the way). 

I appear to have drifted some- 
what from my original statements. 
Maybe not. The fact is, you have to 
understand that spraying Peace Now, 
while admirable, is stupid. The words 
have make people think. THINK! 

Some ideas for spraying on a 
school for example: Innocence dies 
here; Step inside our mold; Normal- 
ity is our business. 

I hope no one decides to copy 
these sayings. It took me all of five 
minutes to think them up, and you can 
do the same thing. If you aren't willing 
to do a bit of thinking to get things 
changed, you may as well quit now.

They got lost, were abandoned or given up. What- 
ever the reason, it was their misfortune to end up at 
the city pound. 

From there they were shipped here — the Heritage 
Medical Research Centre at the University of Alberta 
— where they’ll be sacrificed in the name of research. 

For the most part, the public doesn’t know about 
what’s done to animals at the mercy of scientists 
whose experiments are approved by other scientists. 

So if a scientist wants to conduct an experiment in 
which he or she must inject an animal with a disease 
burn it while conscious without giving it painkillers, break 
a cat’s spine, or induce a heart attack in a dog, who ap- 
proves the proposed methods? Other scientists. 

Who approves the funding? Other scientists. 

Who looks after the welfare of the animals? With few 
exceptions, other scientists — many of whom are conduct- 
ing their own experiments on animals. 

At the U of A, for example, scientists will remove a 
dog’s pancreas. “The dog continues to live.” 

In 1990/91 the pound turned over 379 dogs to U of A 
scientists, in 1991/92 another 390. 

“Dogs are euthanized at the end of the experiment. 

It’s brilliant work,” says Neil. 

Medical research is big business. The U of A facility 
runs on a $2.4- million operating budget. It is currently 
getting a $3.4 -million facelift. 

Just two years ago scien- 
tists at this facility were al- 
lowed to keep the animals 
they experimented on in 
their own care, without 
input from veterinarians. 

Then there’s the Natural Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council of Canada which has a budget of $462 mil- 
lion for 1992 - 93— all from federal coffers. 

Apparently demerol and morphine don’t quite ease the 
pain of dogs who are used mainly in cardio-vascular and 
diabetes research. 

Does the general public know, or care, about what 
goes behind those high-security lab doors? 

“No more than they know (what’s behind the scenes) 
when they put down money for a pack of hamburger at 
Safeway.” 

They’re bought from farmers for $40 per animal. 
Healthy cats are used for spinal research. To conduct ex- 
periments scientists often break their spines. 

Anything goes — even procedures which cause “severe 
pain near, at, or above the pain tolerance threshold” of 
animals, says the Canadian Council on Animal Care 

(CCAQ. 

Depending on the experiment, dogs are used a week 
to four years before they are finally killed. 

Last year, 70,000 animals — dogs, cats, rabbits, ducks, 
birds, ferrets, mice, rats, fish, sheep, pigs — were used 
here for research. That compares with more than 100,000 a 
year in previous years. 

For example, the Ottawa-based Medical Research 
Council of Canada (MRCC) — which approves projects 
and grants — has a $240 million budget this year.

“Researchers say I need 
three or four more days. 

We’ll say the animal has 
reached its limit,” says 
Toni Bayans, a clinical vet- 
erinarian at the University 
of Alberta’s Heritage Medi- 
cal Research Centre. 

However, often a scientist will deem that painkillers 
interfere with test results. So animals go without. 

“You can’t care for something emotionally and cut it up. 
\ou have to build a wall; not feel any emotion, not let 
yourself realize these are real living creatures.” 

Meanwhile, 20 committees - each comprising 15 scien- 
tists - approve projects and give grants of $40,000 to 
$1 million to scientists. 

“Once they are there (in the labs), the researcher is 
on his own. Nobody oversees what is done.”

A University of Alberta official is condemning a poster 
allegedly showing a medical research cat with its head 
immobilized by a metal bar driven through its eye sockets. 

“It’s a rabble-rousing document,” Dr. David Neil, direc- 
tor of the University of Alberta’s Laboratory Animal 
Services, said yesterday. 

“The intent is to suggest there’s some pretty terrible 
things going on at the university,” said Neil, stressing the 
university doesn’t mistreat its animals. 

No animal rights group has claimed responsibility for 
the posters, which have been plastered along Whyte Ave. 
in Old Strathcona. 

The flyer reads: “We here at the University of Alberta 
use stereotaxic devices (head braces) in most of our labs. 
(Scientists) just can’t wait to pop out those eyes and start 
digging. . ” 

The posters’ appearance came as city police announced 
a Canada- wide arrest warrant for a man accused of trash- 
ing the University of Alberta’s animal kennel. 

The Animal Liberation Front, or ALF, claimed respon- 
sibility for the June 1 break-in at the kennel at 127 St. near 
Ellerslie Rd. 

Vandals caused $50,000 damage to equipment and files 
and made off with 29 cats used for medical research.

ANIMALS IN CANCER RESEARCH: 
A MULTI-BILLION DOLLAR 

FRAUD 

An article in Fundamental and Applied Toxicology , November 
1982, by D.J.Bross, Ph.D., former Director of the largest cancer 
research institute in the world, the Sloan-Kettering Institute, then 
Director of Biostatics, Roswell Memorial Institute, Buffalo, New 
York 14263. Excerpts: 

"... From a scientific standpoint, what is pertinent is what are called 
"animal model systems" in cancer research have been a total failure. 

For instance, not a single essential new drug for the treatment of human 
cancer was first picked up by an animal model system. All of the drugs in wide 
current clinical use were only put into animal model systems after finding 
clinical clues to their chemo therapeutic possibilities. A few relatively ineffec- 
tive drugs were developed in animal systems. However, more effective drugs 
found in the clinic can be substituted for any of these. Thus, the tens of millions 
spent by the National Cancer Institute on this futile effort were diverted from 
genuine cancer research that might have provided useful drugs. 

When NCI enthusiastically supported the mass screening using 
animals, there was plenty of good evidence that the mass screening program 
would fail. There was almost no factual evidence to suggest that it was going 
to succeed. The money was spent and the animals were killed for two main 
reasons. First, it was a highly profitable undertaking for certain medical 
schools and research institutes that were incapable of doing any genuine 
cancer research. Second, it was sustained by a superstitious belief in an 
grossly unscientific notion: Mice are miniature men... 

Since there is no way to defend the use of animal model systems in plain 
English or with scientific facts, they resort to double talk in technical jargons... 

In sum, from the standpoint of current scientific theory of cancer, the 
whole mystique of animal model systems is hardly more than superstitious 
nonsense... 

The virtue of animal model systems to those in hot pursuit of the federal 
dollars is that they can be used to prove anything - no matter how foolish, or 
false or dangerous this might be. There is such a wide variation in the results 
of animal model systems that there is always some system which will "prove" 
a point. Fraudulent methods of argument never die and rarely fade away. They 
are too useful to promoters... 

The moral is that animal model systems not only kill animals, they also 
kill humans. There is no good factual evidence to show that the use of animals 
in cancer research has led to the prevention or cure of a single human cancer.

Kills 


Inside Louis' kitchen 

(a modern-day horror story) 


Hello, welcome to my kitchen! 

Sorry about the dishes - I've bean lazy. 
If it was a 1 ittle "tidier" I'd gi ve you 
the tour but since it isn't . . . 
let's have a beer 
sit here 

and imagine there 
I've been a vegan for about a year 
and a half and a vegetarian for 9 years 
before that. A vegan is a person who 
eats no animal products including cheese, 
milk, butter, yogurt and a surprising 
number of other foods you wouldn't 
normally associate with animals. 

The majority of prepared food- 
stuffs available at the lot of 
"Superstores", etc. contain animal prod- 
ucts. As a result, in the past 10+ years 
I've made some very horrifying things 
and attempted to pass them off to others 
as "food". Mercifully no-one died (ex- 
actly) and over the years I've learned 
that no amount of blind luck will substi- 
tute for a "testdriven" recipe. Ergo, I 
collected a lot of cookbooks which con- 
tained vegetarian preparations. Since I 
think that most books in general, and 
cookbooks in particular, are way too 
overpriced, I decided to do my shop- 
ping at the Edmonton Public Libraries. 
I photocopied billions of recipes, had 
them cerlox bound and voila! Instant 
library. 

I found that, for vegetarian cook- 
ing, the best sources were Indian (far 
East) food. While very labour intensive, 


these people do wild things with veg- 
etarian staples, (as a note: when prepar- 
ing Indian food, don't ever accidentally 
put in 8 times as much cumin powder as 
you need. The aroma alone may move 
the neighbors to violence. It has hap- 
pened . .) 

Middle Eastern food. This is my 
personal favourite. The variety of deli- 
cious vegan and vegetarian foods found 



in this part of the world is mindbending. 

Asian food. Fast and subtle. Though 
sometimes not so subtle. How hot do you 


want it? Tofu plays a prominent role, 
especially in the traditional Japanese and 
Chinese cuisines. This kind of food is very 
foreign toalotofNorth American palates: 
it is a different approach to food. 

Of course there's the good ole 
American style health food which has 
come a long way since the 60's stere- 
otypical granola/rabbit food stuff (which 
genuinely scares some people, I be- 
lieve) 

Truth is: there are a lot of very 
healthy people all over the world who 
live in cultures which encompass veg- 
etarian lifestyles. This has been the case 
for thousands of years. To no ill effect 
either, I might add - quite the contrary. 
Today's shopper's wonderland is shov- 
elling us "food" which is totally out of 
sorts with our selves on a very obvious 
physical/body level. And they've been 
piling it on since the end of World War 
2. Not altogether surprisingly , the overall 
health of our society suffers (despite the 
loving caresses of the Pharmaceutical in- 
terests). 

People become Vegan/Vegetar- 
ian for an number of reasons. I origi- 
nally stopped eating meat because I 
rememberedlliked animals. I was against 
cruelty to animals but had bumped into 
a rather distressing situation : I objected 
to someone beating on a dog in their 
backyard because it was bad (or more 
than likely, the owner was an asshole ), 
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Soymilkisanotherextremely healthy 
food which appears to be making serious 
progress in the mainstream marketplace. 
This liquid - a by-product of making Tofu - 
is becoming availableevery where. And it's 
no wonder. Compared to cows milk, 
Soymilkcontains 5 1 % more protein, 1 6% 
less carbohydrates, 12% fewer calories, 
24% less fat, as well as containing 1 5 times 
as much Iron, many of the essential B 
vitamins and NO Cholesterol. It also con- 
tains l/10ththeamountofagriculturalchemi- 
cals found in cows milk (that is: milk/or 
cows by cows). Soymilk manufacturers 
are using all sorts of flavourings for vari- 
ety including strawberry, chocolate and 
vanilla but I prefer the natural, slightly 
sweetened stuff available from 
Edmontons local producers. 

One of the first things you realize 
when you start collecting/ore/gn recipes 
is that they ask for many foreign spices 
and herbs. You can try to improvise but 
forget it: let's go shopping! There are many 
shops (of an ethnic nature) which deal in 


yet I give money to this company which 
specializes in nothing but the wholesale 
extermination of truckloads of animals 
everyday. 

Why do they kill these animals?, I 
asked myself. They kill them because 
you pay them to. That way it's possible 
to avoid everything (blood, terror, shock, 
etc.) but the enjoyment (status, culture, 
heart disease, etc.). It's very tidy really. 

The shock was very strong and 
initially, not very well understood. I 
simply stopped eating meat. At the time 
I was living with my parents who had 
been raised with the traditional "meat 
and potatoes" kind of diet - conse- 
quently, dinner usually consisted of 
"potatoes" (all kinds of vegetables actu- 
ally). It didn't take long to figure out that 
Louis cannot survive on vegetables 
alone. A source of serious protein was 
in order. Which brings us to beans. 
Legumes. There are Azukis, Pintos, 
Kidneys, Limas, Turtle/Black, Black- 
Eyed, Lentils, Split/Egyptian Lentils, 
Garbanzo/Chickpeas and of course the 
incredible Soybean (which, amongst 
other things, produces Tofu and 
Soymilk). There is a lot of beans out 
there and they are the perfect, extremely 
low cost, substitute for meat as a source 
of protein (without the harmful fat or 
cholesterol of its dead animal counter- 
part). 

Before we go any further, let's 
have a chat about farting. Websters 
doesn't mention it but I think it's prob- 
ably the first thing most people think of 
when the word "bean" is mentioned. 
This is unfortunate because a lot of folks 
avoid the various legumes thinking that 
after a few bites they'll be rocketing 
themselves around the household the 
restoftheevening. Not necessarily true. 
Most of the flatulence inducing aspect 
of the bean is as a result of it being 
undercooked. It is necessary for most 
beans to be soaked in water for eight 


hours before cooking. After soaking, the 
beans are rinsed and soaking water 
dumped (put it in your plants - it 
contains nutrients as well as the foul 
farting molecules - and plants with gas 
is a good thing). The rinsed beans are 
then boiled in fresh water (or stock) 
anywhere from 45 minutes to up to 3 
hours (for the stubborn Soybean) at 
which point the beans are ready to use 
in whatever recipe you've decided to 
chance. Cooking beans can provide a 
nice stock and they're ideal for slow 
cooking in soups. 

Dried beans can be stored for 
years without any danger of them go- 
ing bad. You know those things called 
"bean sprouts" in the vegetable section 
of your supermarket? They are sprouted 
beans. Tiny, hard, green spherescalled 
Mung beans ( Mungl ). Chinese gro- 
ceries also have sprouted Soybeans. 
Both are easy to make yourself but 
buying them fresh is so cheap it's really 
not worth the bother. 



exactly what you're looking for. Check 
out some of the Indian food stores where 
you will findbin after bin of every goddamn 
bean and grain on the face of the planet. 
You can't miss the spice section - it smacks 
you in the nose when you wal k i n the door . 
Food as incense. If you need help, ask! 
I've never been anything but well-treated 
in every traditional Indian shop I've been 
in. Gimme that ole ti me capital ism ! 

Italian markets as well as Greek 
and other Middle Eastern shops carry a 
wide variety of legumes, pastas and 
herbs - and you can't miss the smell of 
coffee. 

If you really want to blow your 
mind, go to Chinatown and take a trip 
through their markets. It is another world. 
Every Asian food, condiment, herb and 
spice are available though you gotta 
know what the heck to do with it. Don't 
expect any help either. I've personally 
felt a fair bit of discrimination shopping 
at these places - it's an interesting situa- 
tion. 

We seemed to have wandered. 
Another beer? I think I'll have one too. 
Do you want to know an interesting 
fact? The real reason I stopped eating 
animal "products" was because I was 
unable to justify continuing it. Unable 
on emotional, intellectual or physical 
grounds. The emotional argument 
against killing animals for food is a very 
powerful and apparent one to the ma- 
jority who make the attempt to feel it. 
People do not like to see animals suffer. 
People do not want to make animals 
suffer. Yet it happens. It happens every- 
day in every city in every country in this 
world. The slaughterhouse is busy. I've 
seen some very disturbing videos of ani- 
mal mistreatmentbutnone has terrified me 
more than the sight of a line of living, 
breathing creatures being literally slaugh- 
tered and hung to bleed from hooks, one 
after another. A factory of thousands upon 
thousands of "debeaked" chickens with 


constant electric light and each an area of 
less than 1/2 a square foot in which to 
move. In the USA, over 9000 are killed, 
every minute of every day. The Veal calf 
(another convenient by-products of the 
dairy industry) - where pale meat sells. 
Veal isa very simple business. You want 
"tender" flesh? Make sure itcan'tmove. 
Calves are kept in solitary confinement in 
small wooden crates. Zero mobility cou- 
pled with a lack of iron and fibre keeps 



them anemic. In 4months (or mercifully 
less) the animal is killed and the "pro- 
ducer" ispaidhandsomely. Theonly really 
hard part of the veal biz is to keep the 
psychologically and physically shattered 
calf al i ve: 20% of veal calves in veal crates 
die before slaughter age. 

Emotionally, the killing of animals 
for food is not acceptable. 

Intellectually, it makes no sense. It 
is not only more productive to take our 
nutrients from non-animal sources, it is 
also much, much healthier. 

I think we find it very difficult to 
justify an act of violence. Particularly an 
act of violence for no sake other than that 
of profit and perceived affl uence. I think 


that most people would agree with the 
statement "causing suffering unneces- 
sarily , in any creature which can suf- 
fer, is an immoral (or simply wrong) 
action." The only motive for the con- 
tinuation of the AgriBusiness Machine 
is money. It is a business like most 
others: it wants to sell its product. How- 
ever its product is not necessary. And 
the suffering it produces is not justifi- 
able. 

There have been many books 
written about the physical danger in 
eating animal products. Even the 
mainsteam media are acknowledging 
the merits of a vegetarian or vegan 
diet. But they are getting a fair bit of 
pressure from the industry which 
depends upon the flesh trade. I'm 
sure everyone heard the screams as 
result of the Canadian Government 
attempting to change the ancient food 
guides to reflect a realistic picture of a 
healthy diet. Namely, less meat, more 
grains, legumes, vegetables and fruit. 
The meat and dairy industrys got col- 
lective heart attacks (so to speak) and 
the resulting uproar left a somewhat 
modified version from what was origi- 
nally intended. Everywhere you turn 
thereis talk of cutting downin "fats" and 
increasing your "fibre" intake without 
once mentioning "vegetarianism".Quite 
a feat really . If you want facts read John 
Robbins' Diet For A New America 
(great book, lousy title). Or write to 
SCHISM. We got loads for ya. 


My kitchen has been paying for 
the computers attention. Dishes stacked 
high. Exotic stains to stove, fridge and 
floor.

Sharing a life source 
directly. A ritual.

Awesome Vittles 


The best way to review a cook- 
book is to let the recipies speak for 
themselves. My all time fave is Madhur 
Jeffrey's World of the East, Vegetarian 
Cooking. It came out in 1 983 and was 
one of the first cookbooks I every got. 
At first, the exotic ingredients called for in 
the majority of the recipies seemed to be 
from otherworlds. Time makes all things 
familiarhowever, and the bounty this book 
contains will enrich for many years to 
come. 

Here are 2 recipies which I've made 
many times and highly recommend (no 
weird ingredients either) . 

Potato Stew (China) 

(Serves 4-6) 

1 /4 cup vegetable oil 

2 cloves garlic, peeled and lightly crushed 
2quarter-sizedslicesoffreshginger,lightly 
crushed 

3/4 pound boiling potatoes, peeled and 
cut roughly into 1 1 /2-inch cubes 
1/2 pound green beans, trimmed and 
cut into 2-inch lengths 
2 carrots, peeled and cut crosswise into 

1 1/2 inch long segments 

6 onces mushrooms (if possible, with 
approximately 1 1 /2-inch caps) 

1/4 cup Chinese dark soy sauce 
4 teaspoons sugar 

2 tablespoons shaohsing wine or dry 
sherry (so I lied) 

Heat the oil in an 8-inch-wide, heavy- 
bottomed pot overamedium-high flame. 
When hot, put in the garlic and ginger. 


Stir and fry for 15 seconds. Add the 
potatoes, beans, and carrots. Stir and 
fry for 1 minute. Add the mushrooms. 
Stir and fry for another minute. Now 
put in 2 cups water, the soy sauce, 
sugar, and wine, bring to a boil. Cover, 
lower heat, and simmer for about 20 
minutes or until the potatoes are just 
tender. Remove cover and turn heat to 
high. Boil away most of the liquid. You 
should have about 1/8 inch of sauce left 
at the bottom of the pot. Stir the vegeta- 
bles gently as you boil the liquid down. 
Remove the ginger and garlic, if you 
like. 

Lentils with Garlic and Tomatoes 

(Middle East) 

(Serves 4) 

4 tablespoons olive or other vegetable 
oil 

5 cloves garlic, peeled and minced 

1 /2 pound tomatoes ( 1 large or 2 smaller 

ones), peeled and minced 

1 cup dried lentils, picked over, washed, 

and drained 

3/4 to 1 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Heat the oil in a heavy, wide, 2 1/2- 
quart pot over a medium flame. When 
hot, put in the garlic. Stir and fry until 
the garlic browns lightly. Put in the 
tomatoes. Stir and cook about 5 minutes 
or until tomatoes turn into a paste. Put in 
the lentils and 2 1 /2 cups water. Bring to 
a boil. Cover, lower heat and simmer 


gently for 1/2 hour. Add the salt and 
lemon juice. Stir to mix.

Ruesch 
knew, from seeing it happen in Italy in 
1 976, that the conglomerates benefiting 
from vivisections unscientific, though highly 
legal methodology, would doeverything 
in its power to suppress the book. Ex- 
cerpts from Slaughter appearing in Ital- 
ian magazines and newspapers stirred 
public opinion to the point of raising dis- 
cussion in Parliment. The book quickly 
went "out of print" . It was not reprinted. 
The same thing happened in North 
America. Publishers Weekly gave a 
somewhat startled and very positive re- 
view just before Bantams told the author 
that the book had been allowed to go out 
of print because "itwasn'tselling".
